Little Nations Gain 
Outlets to Sea by 
Proposals. 


PARIS, April 8.—[By the Associated 
Press.J—A report on regulations and 
restrictions to be imposed upon com- 


munications in enemy states in order 


that newly created nations in central 
Europe may have access to the sea has 


been completed for the peace confer- 
ence by the commission on the regula- 


tion of ports, waterways, and railroads. 

Freedom of transportation through 
Germany and Austria and equality of 
treatment in ports and harbors has 
been provided for, as has been the in- 
ternational regulation of traffic over 
the Rhine and Danube rivers. 

The report does not approach the 
problem of international regulation of 


great waterways outside the domains 
‘of present enemy states, nor does it 


deal with the Vistula. 


Regulation of Rhine. 

The regulation of transportation over 
the Rhine and Danube forms probably 
the most important part of the report, 
which provides for the*entrance of 
France, Switzerland, and some non: 
partisan states to the present Mann- 
heim convention between Germany and 
Holland covering the navigation of the 
Rhine. 

The European commission control- 
ing the: mouths of the Danube wul be 
continued, representatives of present 
enemy states being excluded from. it, 
and a similar international commission 
will be established provisionally for 
the upper Danube. This will last until 
a new general Danube convention is 
established. 

Elbe and Oder Control. 

A new international convention Gov- 
ering the navigation of the Elbe and 
Oder rivers is recommended to proteet 
the interests of Poland and Czecho- 
Slovakia and give them freedom of 
navigation withott discriminating du- 
ties, down through German territory 
to the North and Baltic seas. 

These states would be further given 
free port privileges at certain north 
German harbors in order that they 
may be enabled to develop their export 
and import commerce, a regulation 
applying to Saloniki after the Balkan 
war, by which Serbia benefited, being 
taken as the model for the plan. 

The report recommends that a pledge 
be exacted of Germany in the peace 
treaty to maintain unimpaired the free 
zones at Hamburg and other ports un- 
der conditions as they existed before 
the war. 

South Outlet to Czechs. 

To provide a southern outlet for the 
trade of Czecho-Slovakia the report 
recommends that the new state be 
given the right to run its own trains, 
with their otn crews, over certain 
designated railways in Austria-Hun- 
gary, without, however, making any 
provision to insure further transit 
through Jugo-Siavia or Italian terri- 
tory lying between what is left of 
Austria-Hungary and the Adriatic.

Since no dealer is carrying a 
large stock, due to the prevailing high 
prices, the effect should be felt by the 
consumers’ pocketbooks. 


Eggs sold yesterday at 49 cents a} 
dozen, substantially what they cost at 


retail for a week. Butter sold last 
week for 65 cents to 67 cents a pound 
retail; yesterday it cost the consumer

There is an industrial, commercial and social] 
gap between the great centers and the smaller 
communities.

The country is setting the pace for the cities. 
The cities will adopt the mode of life preferred in 
the country. Physically it may be a good thing. 
As a matter of principle we should prefer to have 
each select the way which seems good to it, or 
natural to its desires and habits. 

But the fact is that the country can outvote the 
city any time, and whether the city likes it or not 
the social usage and the habits of the country 
will dominate if city habits and country habits 
come into conflict. ; 

The city dweller likes the daylight saving law. 
We doubt that he will keep it because the rural 
communities do not want it. It is a good law, in 
‘spite of the country aversion to it—or probably 
that is a city judgment. Anyway, it is a good thing 
for cities. 


LABOR AND BOLSHEVISM. 

Of interest to American wage earners is the fol- 
lowing remark of Alpari and Sevresi, two of the 
new bolshevist rulers in Budapest: = 

“Capitalism, they maintain, is unable to cope 
with the threat of bankruptcy, high wages, and 
the unwillingness of laborers to work. They point 
out that under communism workmen cannot strike 


- and are obliged to accept a reasonable wage.” 


For months Lenine and Trotzky have been carry- 
ing on these principles as a “dictatorship of the 
proletariat,” and we are quite confident that if the 
Cook county convention of the new Labor party 
had investigated that dictatorship, its methods, and 
its results as thoroughly and honestly as the late 
Socialist congress at Berne, it would not have 
passed the resolution on behalf of the bolsheviki. 

Ameri¢an labor is on the high road of progress.

Russia, after centuries of ignorance and stagnation, 
finds no better way forward, it will commit the 
greatest folly in the records of human progress.

CLEMENCY FOR DEBS. 
Clemency for Eugene V,. Debs 1s opposed by the 
attorney general on grounds that every rea] Amer. 
ican approves. The advocates of clemency assert 
that Debs was convicted not for breaking the law 
but for holding Socialist opinions. They assert this 
without evidence. The truth is that though Debs 
and his attorneys tried to divert and confuse the 
issues, the trial was carefully and scrupulously 
confined to the legal issues, and on them Debs was 
convicted by a jury representative of no class, but 
drawn from the general body of citizenship. The 
trial was as fair as could be given. But Debs had 
broken the law, for which he has no respect, and 
attempted to embarrass the government at @ mo- 
ment of national peril. For this he was convicted 
and deserved conviction. If law is to be respected 
in this country, if we are not to revert to anarchy, 
this penaity shoulda stand. 

We do not see how organized labor influence can 
consistently or intelligently sustain a plea to let 
Debs off. Organized labor patriotically supported 
the war. Debs tried to interfere with its support. 
Organized labor helped to overthrow the kaiser. 
Debs was one of his many pacifist allies. If Debs 
was right, organized labor was wrong. If organ- 
ized labor was right, Debs was knowingly and stub- 
bornly wrong. He is impenitent even today, so 
far as we know, and there is no excuse for permit- 
ting him to escape the lawful consequence of his 
Geliberate acts. )

: PASS THE GLACKIN BILL. 


A measure to validate a supplemental assessment 


of approximately $2,650,000 to meet the increased | 


cost of the boulevard link is now before the legis- 
lature, and in our opinion should be passed. If it 
fails, the additional cost will have to be, met by 
the city, and this does not square with just princi- 
ples of special assessment. The improvement paid 
for will profit abutting property owners fully as 
much or more than the assessments made against 
them, and it is just that they should meet their 
share of its actual cost. That the cost is greater 
than was expected does not alter the principles 
which should govern the proportion of payment and 
the bill introduced by Senator Glackin is based on 
these principles. It works no hardship on the 
property owners, whose holdings are to be so great- 
ly benefited. 


SOCIAL INSURANCE. 
Any legislation designed to establish social insur- 
ance would undoubtedly meet with serious oppo- 


sition. It has never been the policy of the United 
States to provide insurance against sickness, old 
age, or possible unemployment, and probably such 
legislation would be sharply criticized because of 
its supposed German origin. 

The American Association for Labor Legislation, 
however, is strongly advocating the adoption of 
some form of social insurance. At the last annual 
meeting the chairman, Samuel McCune Lindsay 
of Columbia university, asserted that social insur- 
ance was “fundamental and vital to the aims and 
to the very existence of this association.” 

Mr. Lindsay outlined the “ next practical steps” 
as follows: First, provision for the most liberal 
conversion of war risk insurance in order to make 
certain that the soldiers and sailors are given 
permanent protection against death and total disa- 
bility; second, the extension of similar insurance 
protection to all civilian employés of the govern- 
ment; third, the development of health insurance 
for all-governmenta] employés and its extension as 
rapidly as possible to all citizens; and, fourth, the 
establishment of state administered insurance 
against accident, invalidity, old age, and death for 
industrial workers. 

This program does not contemplate the abolition 
of private life insurance companies, though it is 
obvious that the competition of the state might 
prove ruinous unless some arrangement were made 
to protect their interests. Mr. Lindsay suggests 
that the private companies should be admitted to 
participation with the government in the new 
forms of social insurance. In any event the field 
occupied by the government would necessarily be 
limited, and the opportunities for the private com- 
panies would not be too greatly curtailed. 

The establishment of social insurance in the 
United States might not prove feasible or advisa- 
ble, but we should recognize that the advocates 
of humanitarian legislation are insisting some 
form of public insurance must be adopted if we 
are to give adequate security and protection to 
the great mass of industrial workers.

I drink a glass of coca cola not infre- 
quently. I do not drink coffee, but when- 
ever I want a dose of caffein I get a 
glass of coca cola.

It is just 
because coca cola is unwisely used that 
I am against #. '

Cc. J. writes: “I am just recovering 
from a carbuncle that kept me in bed for 
five weeks, with a nurse poulticing it all 
the time. I asked my doctor what the 
cause was, but did not get much satis- 
faction, only that the poison was in my 
system and if it had not come out that 
way might have gone through my system 
as blood poisoning and have been very 
serious. 

“On Monday, Jan. ‘20, I drove to St. 
Andrews, our shore town, twenty miles 
away. I wore an old fur coat that_had 
been on the job for years. The snow got 


inside of:the collar, so I tied my hand- 
kerchief tight outside of the coat collar. 


The following Wednesday afternoon I felt |. 


a small,sharp pointed pimple on the back 
of my neck. That was the start of the 
carbuncle. It looks to me as if the bac- 
teria got into my neck by the air shaft 
route. 

“YI would like to ask if there is any- 
thing that can be applied to the spot 
when first noticed that will kill the bac- 
teria afte keep the carbuncle from form- 
ing. Since I had it an old lady’ sent me 
word that if I had cut a lemon in two 
and bound one-half over the spot it 
would have put it back.” | 

REPLY. 

I do not think applying lemon juice would 
have helped. Some think it advisable to 
break the skin over the pimple~and apply 
carbolic acid undiluted or tinct of iodine. 
I hope you will never poultice a carbuncle 
or boil again. 
NECK GLANDS SWELL. 
 &B.. H. writes: “(1) What causes the 
lymphatic glands of the neck to enlarge 
and become sore, causing choking? (2) 
Does this condition often go into 
tuberculosis?

Gen. Crowder and Military Justice | 


New York, April 5.—[{Editor of The 
Tribune.J—On March 21 last Senator 
Chamberlain of Oregon addressed a pub- 


‘lic letter to the secretary of war which 


contained severe criticisms in respect to 
the administration of military justice, 
directed not only against the secretary of 
war but also against certain army of- 
ficers, including Gen. E. H. Crowder, 


judge advocate general. On April 2 Sena- 
tor Chamberlain repeated these criti- 
cisms in an address at Natchez, Miss. 

A secretary of war can defend him- 
self against such attacks; an army of- 
ficer, particularly when he is absent 
from the country on @ government mis- 
sion, as Gen. Crowder now is, cannot. I 
wish to record my earnest protest against 
Senator Chamberlain’s characterization 
of Gen. Crowder. There is no man in 
the American army who less deserves 
the epithet of “ reactionary ” than Enoch 
H. Crowder, and I feel sure that Senator 
Chamberlain in a calmer moment would 
admit this. 

Ever since he became judge advocate 
general, in 1911, Gen. Crowder’s record 
has been that of a sincere and effective 
reformer of the administration of mili- 
tary justice. Within a few months after 


his appointment he brought to my atten-° 


tion, as secretary of war, the evil condi- 
tions which at that time existed in the 
punishment of military offenders, partic- 
ularly deserters, in the United States 
army. These evils existed under and were 
fortified by acts of congress which made 
it compulsory for the military courts 
to treat deserters, even in time of 
peace, with the utmost severity. By these 
statutes the deserter was incapacitated 
for further military seryice and was dis- 
franchised as a citizen. Gen. Crowder 
undertook the reform of this system, and 
by untiring efforts he finally succeeded. 

Senator Chamberlain was at that time 
‘a member of the military affairs commit- 
tee of the senate, and should be entirely 
familiar with the steps by which this 
great reform was accomplished and know 
to whom the credit is due. 

Simultaneously with this reform Gen. 
Crowder undertook the revision of our 
articles of war. I remember well the 
personal, earnest effort which he gave 
to that monumental work, and I remem- 
ber also the repeated discouragements 
which he met, after he had completed the 
revision, in getting it to be acted upon 
by the military committees of congress. 

I happen to know also that Col. Ansell, 
whose present criticisms upon the ad- 
ministration of military justice during 
the war are so ardently supported by 
Senator Chamberlain, was during all 
those years a trusted subordinate in Gen. 
Crowder’s office. 

His appointment to that office was made 
on my order, acting on the earnest rec- 
ommendation of Gen. Crowder, and I 
know, from the trust and confidence 
which Gen. Crewder freposea tn him, that 
had he, during those years, brought for- 
ward any of the suggested changes in the 
law, “or the absence of which he now so 
severely criticizes the judge advocateé’s 
department, they would have had the 
most careful consideration of his chief. 
Gen. Crowder, in his letter to the secre- 
tary of war of March 8, says that during 
that critical time “none of these new 
views were advanced by Col. Ansell.” 

The two reforms accomplished by Gen. 
Crowder before the war constitute the 
longest steps forward which have been 
taken in our system o@ military justice 

uring at least the last half century. 
They codified our military criminal law; 
they standardized the procedure under 
which our military courts administered 
that law, and tended to make it uniform 
and equitable, and, finally, they greatly 
amellorated the condition of the military 
offender, lifted him out of the class of or- 
dinary criminals, and gave him a new 
chance to regain his manhocd and his 
status as a soldier of the nation. 

They were initiated and carried through 


by the almost unassisted efforts of the 


judge advocate general, Gen. Crowder, 
in the face of constant discouragement. 

During the present war there have been 
imposed upon a few mllitary offenders 
certain sentences of apparently excessive 


| severity, in the shape of long terms of 


imprisonment. If these sentences were 
fair examples and typical of the service, 
and if they were likely to be actually 
carried into effect, I think there would be 
no doubt in any one’s mind that the ad- 
ministration of military justice’ during 
that time had been overharsh and in need 
of drastic reform. But I belleve that 
neither of these assumptions is correct. 
Senator Chamberlain first voiced these 
criticisms in a speech in the senate on 
Jan. 3 last, in which he took certain cases 
of alleged great severity as a test and 
upon them based general! charges against 
our system of military justice. On Feb. 
13, in response to a direction of the sec- 
retary of war, Gen. Crowder drew up a 
statement or memorandum containing 
the statistics of our courts martial during 


A 


the war, a comparison of their sentences 
with sentences of civil courts in similar 
cases, and a careful answer to each one 
of Senator Chamberlain's specific charges 
against the system of the military courts 
Thig document has been published In the 
United States Official Bulletin of March §, 
1919. It is a comprehensive, judicial, and 
most painstaking paper. 

In his recent criticisms of Gen. Crow- 
der Senator Chamberlain nowhere alludes 
to this document, or attempts to answer 
any of its statements. I do not think that 
they can be answered. . 

In the second place Gen. Crowder 
points out that even in the few cases of 
extreme severity and excessive sentences 
there has been as yet no irreparable harm 
done. For in our system of military 
justice we have had, for the last seven 
years, a system of indeterminate sen- 
tences and probation which is in advance 
of that of almost any state in the unions, 
and under that system these long aen- 
tences can be at any time reduced and 
remitted. Senator Chamberlain has de 
claimed against the injustice of a twen 
ty-five year sentence for an apparently 
trivial offense; Gen. Crowder points out 
that even the twenty-five year sentence 
is really tndeterminate and can be set 
aside at any time on the offender's good 
behavior. 

He points out, furthermore, that this 

actually now being done. There is¢ 
clemency board now engaged in review: 
ing all of these cases of alleged hardship 
during the war. During the period of 
the war itself the attention of the war 
department was quite properly conosn- 
trated upon the task of yeviewing those 
sentences, the execution’of which, like 
& sentence of death, would be frrepar- 
able. And it has not, so far as I am 
aware, yet been charged that there has 


been undue severity in the imposition of 


the death sentence, even in offenses 0c- 
curring in the face of the enemy, On 
the contrary, the number of death sen- 
tences imposed during the whole course 
of the war has been much smaller than 
in other wars and other armies. 
Under these circumstances the uproar 
about excessive jail sentences really van- 
ishes away into thin air. No offender 
yet during this war has been confined 


“as much as two years, and the machin 


ery is now in effective operation to ft 
view and reduce all cases of excessive 


peverity. 


I can only add that my own observ 
tion during the war within the rather 
narrow Umits to which it has extended 
entirely corroborates Gen. Crowders 
statement that there has been no rea! 


or substantial injustice in the actual a r 


ministration of military courts ma

“If the spirit of democracy is to 
continue and if the world is to ad- 


vance along democratic lines, Britain 
and America must keep their general 
welfare uppermost.

THE NURSERY BED. 


to “go in” for gardening without the 
preparations necessary for the earliest 
possible harvest. They are too late to 
gain time by the use of a hotbed, for 
there is now no frost in the ground and 


the young seedling plants require only 
pretection from unseasonable frosts, 
from sharp winds and raw night air. 

Plants started during the first half 
of April for transplanting require 
merely a cold frame, which is a frame 
and sash like a hotbed, but without 
the fermenting manure or other heat- 
ing medium. The sun alone is suffi- 
cient for warmth, and during cold 
nights any sash covering and a bank- 
ing of manure or straw around the 
frame will amply protect them. 


The frame need not be more than 
four inches high at the southern end 
and six inches at the northern, for it 
rests directly on the seed bed, prefer. 
ably a sandy loam, six or eight inches 
deep and not manured. The sowing 
is identical with that in the hotbed. 

The window box, too, is profitable 
only till the middle of April. After 
that the plants may be started out- 
doors in a nursery bed. Tomatoes, 
peppers, eggplant, okra, and similar 
subtropical] plants, however, would not 
have time enough to mature during 
our comparatively short growing sea- 
son, and sturdy seedling plants of 
those would need to be bought if not 
started in March.

sults, and to prepare plants to replace 
the first crop as soon as the beds or 
rows are cleared. Thus much time is 
gained to enable us to use the ground 
twice and even three times in one 
growing season. The nursery bed ts an 
essential part of intensive gardening 
and provision was made for it in the

For the small back yard garden a 
square yard is sufficient; in the unit of 
100 feet square about thirty-two square 
feet is needed. No special treatment 
of the soil is required, though no ef.- 
fort should be spared to render it loose, 
friable, and well drained. 

Sowing on the nursery bed is identi- 
cal with that of the hotbed—that is, 
in drills about four inches apart. It 
is not advisable to sow before the 
middle of April. The seedling plants 
will then be ready from June 10 on, 
or after the first true leaves have 
formed, about a month later than those 
started in a cold frame and about six 
or seven weeks later than those started 
in hotbeds or window boxes. 

When the first nursery bed rows 
have been cleared the same space, per- 
haps with a light dusting of bonemeal, 
can be used again to start later crops.

WHEAT 


NEARLY PERFECT 


Yield Put at837,000,000 
Bushels, 277,000,000 
Over 1918. 


A winter-wheat crop of 837,000,000 
bu and rye of 101,000,000 bu is fore 
cast by the department of agriculture 
in its April report issued yesterday. 

New records are set for both crops. 
Present indications are that a high con- 
dition will be maintained throughout the 
season. Estimate in April last year was 
560,000,000 bu, and final returns 558,000,- 
000 bu wheat and 89,103,000 bu rye, the 
latter being the largest on record up to 
‘this year. 


| The largest winter wheat crop ever har- 


vested was 684,000,000 bu, in 1914, when 
the April condition was 95.6 and at the 
harvest 94.1, givin’ ga yield of 19 bu an 
acre, a record figure. The same yield, 
applied to this year’s acreage, would 
‘ive 935,959,000 bu. Estimating the spring 
wheat crop at 400,000,000 bu, there would 
be a total] wheat crop of 1,335,000,000 bu, 
against 917,000,000 bu last year and a 
record of 1,025,000,000 bu in 1915. 


Improved in Winter. 


In the present estimate on winter wheat 
allowance is made for average deteriora- 
tion from April 1 until harvest. It is on 
49,261,000 acres seeded last fall, the larg- 
est ever put In. The lowest loss in the 
last twenty years was -923,000 acres, 
or 2.8 per cent of the total seeded. The 
smallest percentage of loss was 2.1 per 
cent, or 1,149,000 acres, in 1915, while in 
1914, the previous big crop, it was 2.3 per 
cent, or 1,119,000 acres. Allowing a simi- 
lar loss this year, which seems high at 
present, as winter killing has been un- 
usually light, with a yield of 19 bu 
an acre, there would be a crop of 914,- 
698,000 bu of winter wheat. 

Condition of winter wheat April 1 was 
99.6, the highest since 1882, when it was 
100. Only three times in the history of 
crop reporting has the April showing 
been as high as this year. Last year it 
was 78.6, and the ten year average is 
82.3. Improvement from the December 
showing was 1.2 points, while the average 
loss for the last ten years from Decem- 
ber to April was 5.9 points. 


Many States at 100. 


The big winter wheat states which raise 
the bulk of the crop have an unusual 
showing in condition. Twelve states have 
a condition of 106 or over. Ohio is the 
highest with 104, while last year it was 
80. Kansas, Iowa, Texas, and Illinois 
have 101. Indiana,“Oklahoma, Pennsyl- 
vania, and Colorado have 100. West Vir- 
ginia has 103, or 12 points better than 
last year, while Kansas’ condition last 
year was only 67. On the government 


*} basis, the crop of Kansas suggests 168,- 


000,000 bu, which is low, while on the 
slate’s it is 188,000,000 bu. Its record is 
176,300,000 bu, in 1914, the largest of any 
state. 

Condition of rye April 1 was 90.6, com- 
pared with 85.8 last year and a ten year 
average of 88.6. The crop of 101,000,000 


000 bu, and compares with a five year 
average of 44,547,000 bu.

NEW FACTOR IN 


STOGK MARKET 


Industrials Continue to 
Gain Headway on 
Trading. 


The New York Times. 


New York, April 8.—{Special.]—The 
ferward movement of industrial stocks 


gained greater headway today, and 


the fact that dealings reached a total 

well in excess of 1,000,000 shares per- 
_ suaded the speculative community that 
buying by the public had become a 
factor of considerable importance. 

The genera] character of trading, how- 
ever, was not changed and the greatest 


demonstration of strength was among 
those particular lasues which have been 
bid upward rapidly for some time past. 


It looked as though number of strong’ 


poole were active, more active than last 
week, although confidence in the whole 
price list, with the exception of the cop- 
per stocks, was evident throughout the 
day. Advances running from 1 to more 
than 8 points were well distributed at 
the close with a few stocks gaining con- 
siderably more than the maximum men- 
tioned. Steel common was a laggard, 
perhaps because of talk of a further re- 
duction of the extra dividend, but most 
of the other steel issues gained ground 
under a fair amount of purchases, 
Winter Wheat Report. 
Whatever the superficial factors may 
be which have lent rage to the con- 
structive side of the securities market, 
one great influence of real and lasting 
import appeared today which was impres- 
sive. This was the forecast by the de- 
partment of agriculture of the prospective 
winter wheat yield. A record breaking 
out turn of 837,000,000 bu, with a guaran- 


teed selling value of close to $1,900,000,- 


000, was predicted, and when one con- 
siders the probable condition of the 
world's supplies and world markets dur- 
ing the year this vast total supplies mate- 
rial to stir the {magination of those who 
calculate the increase of the country’s 
wealth entailed in this drop. 

Extraordinary as this estimate ts the 
indications are that with favorable 
weather and soil conditions the yield 
will be even greater, inasmuch aa the 
winter “kill and abandonment of acre- 
age is likely to prove less than the aver- 
age of a period of years. The condition 
percentage of 99.8 is the highest for 
April in more than a generation. An 
actual] yield of the total predicted would 
exceed last year’s winter erop by 278,- 
- 000,000 bu, and would surpass the best 
previous crop by more than 160,000,- 
000 bu. 

As time goes on and additional news 
comes of conditions in the other great 
wheat producing regions of the earth, the 
impression grows that the taxpayers of 
the United States will have less of a bur- 
den to shoulder through the guaranteed 
price of $2.26 per bu than was consid- 
ered probable a few monhs ago, with 
wheat going to outside consuming mar- 


. kets at high prices, 


To Care for Raliroads. 


The meeting of railroad men and bank- 
ers yesterday may or may not have been 
of particular significance, but it showed 
at any rate that active measures are be- 
ing carried out to meet pressing demands 
of the earriers until congress meets 
again. Large maturities have to be pro- 
vided for on May 1, and it is reasonable 
to assume that plans are being shaped to 
take care of requirements as far ahead 
as July 1. The market for railroad 
_ stocks, while neither strong nor active, 

is showing confidence that whatever con- 
tingencies arise will be amply cared for.
